Ground was broken in April, 
1977 for the library, designed 
by Palmer and Kuehn archi- 
tects. The J.E. Dunn Construc- 
tion Company completed the 
project in December and the 
library opened for spring semes- 
ter classes on January 12, 1978. 

An 18,000 square foot library 
is housed in the building's upper 
level. In addition to its 65,000 
volumes, the library includes 
a conference room, a learning 
centre and a reference library 
with stacks for 500 periodicals. 

The lower level houses the 
offices for the Department of 
Continuing Education a confer- 
ence room with a seating capa- 
city of 200, additional class- 
rooms and faculty offices. The 
Thornhill Art Gallery is located 
in the lobby of the Whitfield 
Centre.

Residence Halls Provide 
A Homelike Atmophere 

A home away from home. That is the idea behind the 
two Residence Halls, Carondelet and Ridgway. The Resi- 
dence Halls are a community consisting of government, 
seminars and recreational activities. 

"We like to think of Residence Halls," said Barbara 
Bush, Housing Director, "as a living, learning environ- 
ment. We don't like to call them dormitories. When you 
think of a dormitory, you think of a row of beds and a 
place where people just eat and sleep. Our halls are more 
than that." 



The halls are both co-ed exist- 
ing of three floors. Men are on 
the first floor and women on 
the second and third. The 
halls each house 228 students. 
Each hall also has two guest 
rooms. There are two students 
per room. 

Because the halls were filled 
to capacity, some female stu- 
dents were turned away. Selec- 
tion for the halls is made on a 
first-come basis. Those who 
get their application and money 
in first are eligible for the 
rooms. 

When students move into 
the hall, each pays a $10.00 
student fee. This money is 
used for four different purposes: 
$3.00 pays for the key and an 
electronic security card; $3.00 
goes to the Program Fund; 
$3.00 to the Floor Fund; and 
$1.00 to the Policy Board. 

There is a Residence Hall 
Government Association which 
consists of two groups: the 
Resident Staff and the Resi- 
dence Hall Government. The 
Residence Hall Staff is com- 
prised of a House Advisor, a 
professional, full-time position; 
Resident Director; a graduate 
student; and Resident Assis- 
tant, an undergraduate stu- 
dent. These people are selected 
after a very laborious interview 
process by a committee 
of students, faculty and staff. 
Those selected are the "cream 
of the crop" because they ex- 
hibit good leadership skills, 
interpersonal skills, communi- 
cation skills, are good academi- 
cally, and are motivating and 
energetic. 

The Residence Hall Govern- 
ment representatives are elect- 
ed by the hall residents and 
they comprise the Policy Board, 
the Program Board and the 
Floor Representatives. 
The Policy Board is currently 
working on a judicial system. 
They are the 'lawmakers' and 
are in the process of writing 
a constitution to handle com- 
plaints of noise, visitation viola- 
tions, etc. 

The Program Board handles 
the social events. Each year 
the halls sponsor a Halloween 



Spookhouse for the area 
children, with all proceeds 
going to UNICEF. 

The Floor Representatives 
take care of the floor funds 
and strive to improve the hall 
scenery. They are responsible 
for floor social events, i.e. 
Christmas parties, teas, and the 
like. 

Besides the government, 
there are also Improvement 
Committees. One is the Hall 
Improvement Committee. 
They are presently planning 
on having a crafts display add- 
ed to the floors, to buy an 
ice machine, and possibly a 
bumper pool table for one of 
the lounges. They would like

to convert a study room into 
a sewing room. They are con- 
stantly working to improve 
the halls. 

The Floor Fund portion of 
the student fee aids in these 
improvements. They also 
have money-raising projects. 
One floor is planning a car 
wash in the near future. 

Another improvement event 
is the Human Development 
Series. Seminars are held relat- 
ing to dating, inter-personal 
relationships, career develop- 
ment, personal awareness, 
lifestyles, open communica- 
tions, etc. The Residence Staff 
works to develop student lead- 
ership in the halls. They are 
sponsoring a couple of leader- 
ship retreats to teach asser- 
tive communication, leader- 
ship skills, group programming, 
promoting and advertising. 
When such seminars or work- 
shops are held, they are paid 
for out of the Housing Budget 
under the direction of Ms. Bush. 

The social activities are paid 
for out of both the Housing 
Budget and the Program Fund. 
Those staff programs which are 
for cultural and educational de- 
velopment are paid for by the 
Housing Budget and occasion- 
ally the students have to help 
out. 

Right now some of these 
events include a trip to 
Colorado for the school soccer 
game (an event financially aid- 
ed by the students) plus a trip 
to the Lyric Opera to see HMS 
Pinafore. There is also a trip 
planned to the Ozarks Arts 
and Crafts Festival on October 
20 .
